Whereas, by Acts of the Legislature ot the Province of Ontario recently passed, the 
counties in the said Province are compelled to grant to all High Schools in their county 
an amount equal tothe Government grant in favor of the said schools. i 

And whereas, in the opinion of this Council, these provisions of the said Acts work 
an injustice, so far as the rural districts of these counties are concerned, and in the 

.opinion of this Council the provisions of the Actin that behalf should be abolished ; the 
County Council to have power, if they see fit, to grant to one High School in each 
county an amount equal to the Government grant to assist in carrying on the said High 
School. And further, it is the opinion of this Council that the provisions of the said 
Acts as to the powers of School Trustees in rural districts are too limited, and think that 
the trustees in rural school sections should have the same power to levy and collect 
school taxes as those granted to towns, villages and separate schools: Be it therefore 
resolved that a copy of the above opinions of this Council be forwarded by the Clerk to 
the members of the Local Legislature for this County, for presentation at the next 
Session of the Legislature of the Province of Ontario. 

Debates arose thereon. On a division being called, the motion was carried by a ma- 
jority of eleven.

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steady increase in population: Therefore, in the opinion of this Council there should 
be a steady increase in the apportionment to this County for School purposes.
